WHAT FEEMONTS PEIENDS SAT. 


A Startling Exposition. 


The Chicapo Tribune, heretofore among 


the steadfast and earnest friends of Gen. 
Fremont, devotes five columns to an expo- 
sition of military affairs in Missouri, mak- 
ing disclosures far more damaging to the

This tinder- 
ing or sub goc* all about and among the 
armers. makes contracts, signed with the 
name of his employer ns principal, by him- 
self, agent, for horses at $119}, cash. By 
md by tho horses begin to come in from the. 
"armers of Missouri and Illinois in lots of 10 
to 20, and as high ns 100, the owners having 
their contracts in their pocket*. Looking 
up the principal in the bargain beseems to 
know noting about the matter at all.

will take no horses. The agent pleads not 
guilty ; ho did not mean to do wrong; he is 
sorry be can't help it. The result is that 
the farmers, owing for horses that they have 
bought at $110 each, with the apparent 
certainty of selling Bt ?H9}, are compelled, 
after feeding their animals for a week or 
more, to sell at any price that the contract- 
ors may give—say $00 to $70 each. The 
liorses "are turned over to the government 
at SH9J apiece. With whom the contract- 
•r divides the profits of tho transaction we 
do not say." 


Then follows more about th« ante-room

The Uoy Crop in the West.—The

An Illinois corre.ipondent of a New York 
paper says: 


The crop of the West is a large one this 


year. Corn has borne HO low a price that 
everybody has been engaged in putting in- 
to pork, wherever stock hog* were availa- 
ble. The consequence is that the crop U 
large and prices merely nominal. In Iowa 
especially the production is unusually heavy,'. 
and ni their southern market is closed, 
prices are clear down to the loweet notch. 
In the rirer towns any number of hogs can 
be purchased at from 2 50 to $3, which is 
about half ot what they commanded last 
year. In the central counties of this Stale, 
however, the hog cholera is making fearful 
havoc. Hogs arc dying off by hundreds 
and thousands. In two towns in Ucuard 
county, Sugar Grove and Elkhurt, it is esti- 
mated that ten thousand have perished by 
this'mysUrioui disease. In several of the 
adjoining counties it ha* made its nppear- 
anco in a most malignant form. If the de- 
struction continues as it has begun it will 
materially affect tho price of pork in the 
West.
